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STANDS THAT DENMARK HAS WHAT IS PROBABLY THE MOST 
ADVANCED INVENTION INCENTIVE PROGRAM IN THE WORLD AMD 
WISHES TO EXPLORE THE MANNER IN WHICH THIS PROGRAM IS 
CARRIED OUT. 

B. DUSSELDORF - THE CODEL UNDERSTANDS THAT TWO PROGRAMS 
INVOLVING ENERGY CONSERVATION SOLAR AND THERMAL ENERGY 
ARE BEING CONDUCTED AT ESSLINGEN AMD WIEHL. THESE ARE 
SAID TO INVOLVE SPACE HEATING AND DOMESTIC HOT WATER 
REQUIREMENTS FOR A COMPLEX OF THREE HIGH-RISE APARTMENT 
BUILDINGS THROUGH USE OF CENTRAL WATER-TO-WATER HEAT PUMP

EQUIVALENT TO 300 KILOWATTS PER TON.
